The situation Is sai dto be well in 
hand with determination expressed 
by the sheriff and other officers of 
the law, aided by citizens, to bring 
about the arrest of the negro respon­ 
sible for Barkley's death. 
Negroes found Tom, Kimbrough dy­ 
ing in the woods, oné mile north of 
Linden, on the Demopoljis road, late

country, a c c o m p lis h in g much for the*peopl# of Hungary 
At the expiration of two years his task was completed 
and he was handed a check for *100,000, representing his 
salary for that length of service

“Give it to charity,** said the American lawyer as 
he handed the check back to the astonished prime min­ 
ister, “your poor need it more than- Ldo.” 
“But It is your compensation for your two years 
service bo us,’ 'argued Count Bethlen. i.
